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This is demanding and dangerous work. jjAdmiral Turne 
has brought to the White House some of your 


employees who have served particularly well and 
have suffered from duties under hazardous situations 
abroad.

More than 
that, it is a necessary ingredient if we are 
successfully to approach the complexities we face. 

This applies to the full range of work which you 
perform. There is much interest in your political 
analysis, your crop and energy forecasts, your 
technical reporting, and in the reports of 
individual human assets such as those which have 
been vital in making clear the true dimensions of 
the disruptive Cuban effort in Africa.
